HORSEMEN DOING THEIR BITj 

Kentucky Turfmen to Plan Exten- 
sive Aid to Red Cross. 

John E. Madden, H. P. Headley 
and Other Prominent Breed- 
ers Taking Active Part. 



I^xiiiKton. Ky,, DPCM*in!M*r 17. — After consulting 
today, at Paris, with Messrs. T. II. Talbot, vice- 
cliairnian of the Kentucky State Racing Commission, 
Catesby Wo<alfor<l, viee-nresulent of the Kentucky 
Awsociation. ami over the phone with Messrs. 
Charles F. Grainger, jiresident of the New Louis- 
ville .Tockey Club and member of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission: .Tohn Hachmeister, gen- 
eral manager of the I.atonia and Douglas Park 
J<K*key Clubs, and .Judge Allie W. Young, member 
of the Kentucky State Racing Commission, Arthur 
R. Hancock, vice-president of The Thoroughbred 
Horse Association, announced tiiat a meeting will 
b«‘ held at the Plioenix Hotel here next Saturday 
afternoon at 1:30 o’clock. Tlie puriwse of the 
meeting is to lay the ground work, out of which it 
is hoi>ed will grow a stipulated contribution from 
tl’.e race tracks and liorsemen to the American Red 
(!ross. for each day of racing at every track in the 
I’nited States during the remainder of the war, Ik?- 
ginning with Lanuary 1, 1918. Every racing as- 
sociation in the country is invited to have represen- 
tation here, likewise every horseman is invited to 
express his views in some form to the meeting. 
Tijose wlu> canmd be present are asked to write or 
wire their approval of the proijosal to give a si>eci- 
fied per cent, whether it be five or ten per cent, 
of their purse and stake winnings. 

“Every man who reads and thinks about what he 
reads is, I am sure, alive to the needs of the 

American Red Cross on account of the war in Eu- 
rope.” said Mr. Hancock. “Every such man must 
know that those needs will bt* ever increasing 
until the end of the war. I take it that every 

man who is interested in the ownership of race 
tracks in This country and in the breeding and 

lacing of horses reads and thinks, therefore I urge 
tliem to come together for daily contribution of a 
l>ercentage of their earnings. I am suggesting to 
the track owners that they give ten i>er cent of 
thc-ir gross receipts from all sources and to breeders 
that they give ten per cent of tlie sum they re- 
ceive for each yearling they sell for a price above 
and to the owners that they give five iH>r 

cent of all money they earn in stakes and purses 
and Irainers and jockeys five iM*r cent of the 
sums tliey earn in excess of their salaries, which 
would mean the commissions tJie trainers are paid 
on the winnings of horses they train and extra 
fees received by jockeys fr.mi owners of liorses 

tliey ride. 

SYSTEMATICAL CONTRIBUTIONS URGED. 

“It is a patriotic duty we should discharge, but 
aside from that I deem it a moveunent necessarj’ 
to refute the charges that have been and are being 
made by ref<»rmers tlmt race tracks are mere 

gambling devices and that those who breed, race 
and train and ri«le horses, together with tliose who 
attend the races, are f<»r tlie greater part mere 

gamblers with no thought of God and country. As 
individuals we h.ave contributed thousands of dol- 
lars to the Red Cross, but to refute the calumni«His 
statements that have been made and are b«‘ing 

made against our industry as breeders and our sport 
as turfmen, we must make our contributions sys- 
tematically and as a group. I will be glad to hear 
from all American turfmen upon my proposal to the 
end that v.e may soon get together and work out 
something tangible and certain.” 

Kentucky horsemen, harkening to President Wil- 
son’s call for at least ten million more, are lioost- 
ing the memliership in the American Red Cross. 
Their phin is to subscribe for memliership for them- 
8€*lves and each of their employees and pay their 
subscriptions to the solicitors, wlio are assigned to 
the locality in which tliey live. They are listing 
their subscriptions with Thomas B. Cromwell, sec- 
tary of the Thoroughbred Horse Association. 

The largest number of memlM'rships for men work- 
ing with horses, was seventy-five taken by John E. 
Madden, master of Hamburg Place, who now has 
ihe distinction of being the most extensive breeder 
of thoroughbn*ds in the world. He is the owner of 
more horsi-s of that breed than any one man. He 
also is a breeder of trotting horses and, in addition, 
maintains training establishments for both runners 
and trotters. 

Hal Price Headley, master of Beaumont and La 
Belle I'arms, will pay for ninety-eight memberships 
and these include his tobacco warehouse and grain 
elevator employees. Arthur B. Hancock, proprietor 
of ClailHirue and Ellerslie Studs, pay for thirty - 
seven: Charles H. Berryman, president of the Thor- 
<»ughbred Horse Association, twenty-five; Thomas 
C. McT)owell, owner of Ashland Stud, twenty; J. 
O. Keene, owner of Keenelund Stud, fifteen; John 
S. Barbee of <»len Helen Stud, fifteen; J, C. Milam, 
twelve; Gallaher Bros., eight; Thos. Piatt, six. The 
list will be vastly extended liefore the campaign 
closes. 

EARLOCKER TO VISIT BREEDING FARMS 



New York, Decemlier 17. — A. McL. Earlocker, 
secretary of the Westchester Racing Association, 
with Mrs. Earlocker, left New York yesterday for 
an extended tour of the thoroughbred fanns. The 
objective will ha Lexington, and from there all the 
big establishments in Kentucky will be visited and 
later other farms will come into the tour. 

This trip is primarily for the piuiwse of inter- 
esting breeders in the 1920 Futurity, which is to 
<lo8e January 3, and it is altogether a new de- 
parture in the canvass for entries. Formerly all 
of the future stakes were advertised among the 
breeders only by the sending out of the nomination 
blanks. These have bt*en sent out by Mr. Ear- 
locker, but he is following them up with a personal 
visit. 

It is inevitable that such a campaign w’ill be of 
great benefit to the Futurity. For the 1920 running 
it will have a guaranteed value of $30,000, making 
it of equal value with the Hoi>eful of the Saratoga 
Association. 

WILFRED VIAU SECURES A BARGAIN 



J. W. CORRIGAN’S ACTION A SURPRISE DEVISING WAY TO COLLECT WAR TAX 

Decision of Cleveland Turfman Entirely Unexpected Simplest Method to Accommodate Public the Plan — 
in View of Recently Announced Plans. No Trainer Chosen for Butler Stable. 



Horsemen are of the opinion that Wilfred Viau of 
Montreal, Quc., secured the Ijcst bargain of the 
year when he bought IMbroch, a yearling, at^ the 
sale of the late S. L. Parsons’ horses in New York. 
The Canadian i»aid $4,200 for the colt by Macdonald 
II. — Melody. Mr. I*ars<»ns paid $«..700 for the year- 
ling at Saratoga and since then the colt has been 
broken and highly tried. 



Ivouisville, Ky., December 17. — The published an- 
nouncement that J. W. (’orrigan would next month 
disiK)sc of his extensive tliorouglibred holdings with- 
out reserve, with the intention of quitting the 
sp<irt «»f racing. lM)th as a breeder and owner, came 
as a distinct shock to horsemen and well-wishers 
of the s|H»rt in this vieiuity. 

The announeement came as a greater surprise, 
inasmncli as no intimation of his intention had 
l>een given. Not even the stable attaches, with the 
exception of trainer John Whalen, knew of his con- 
templated retirement. And even Whalen was in 
the dark until suddenly summoned to Cleveland last 
Thursday for a conference, during wliich Mr. Cor- 
rigan appriseil him of his plans. An indication of 
the suddenness of the change is noted in the fact 
that a few days previously trainer Wlmlen, on the 
occasion of a former call to Cleveland, receiveil 
instructions to arrange for the shipment of a i>or- 
tion of the stable quarteretl at Cliurchill Downs 
to Hot Springs, to prepare the horses for the spring 
meeting at that {toiiit. Mr. Whalen had completed 
all such arrangements, when the last summons 
from his chief arrived. 

Mr. (’orrigan’s decision has caused widespread re- 
gret. Although a comparatively recent addition to 
turf circles, his stable, by the lavish use of money, 
and a judicious selection of the best blooded tlior- 
oughbreds, had risen rapidly until it was considered 1 
one of tlie most representative establishments in 
the country. 

OTHER BUSINESS DEMANDS HIS ATTENTION. 

The reason assigned by Mr. Corrigan for his sud- 
den determination, is that his vast business interests 
demand that he devote all of his time during the 
war to the filling of extensive government con- 
tracts. “While this country is engaged in war- 
fare. I will not have time to afford myself the 
pleasure of witnessing a race, owing to stress of 
business and tliere is no object in owning and rac- 
ing a stable if one cannot see his horses perform,” 
said Mr. Corrigan in explaining his withdrawal 
from racing to Mr. Whalen. 

Trainer Wlialen lias already starte<l to take an 
inventory of the horses and other propert.v at 
Churchill I>owns and will transfer everything to 
Lexington, where the sale will be held. 

Mr. Whalen has been with the stable since No- 
vember 1, 19D5 and has a contract that has almost 
another year to run. Owing to his reputation as 
as a skillful trainer, it is not ladieved he will have 
any difficulty in securing another iK>sition. He has 
been affilliated with racing for thirty years and 
during that time has trained for such well-known 
owners as August Belmont, Dave Gideon, Oscar 

I. ^wisohn. C. 11. Robbins, M. J. Leonard and his 
present employer. Mr. Whalen may decide to pur- 
chase some of the Corrigan horses and race tliern 
in his own cedors. 

The contract that Mr. Corrigan holds on jo<key 
Aiuiy Schuttinger and which does not expire until 
the close of the season of 1918, will probably 
purchased by some otlier owner. S.chuttinger is 
si>ending the winter at his home in Ijaurcl, Md. 
Jockey Benny Kleeger is also under contract to the 
stable, his term of service ending the first of next 
June. He is at present riding at New Orleans. 

G. H. BROWNE HORSES AT BOWIE TRACK 

D. R. (Puddin) McDaniel will winter the horses 
of Grant Hugh Browne at the Bowie track. It was 
at first intended that the string would be raced 
at New Orleans, but this was amended later and 
Bowie was hit upon as a most desirable place for 
the cold months. On account of the sandy surface 
to the Bowie track, it is an ideal place for horses 
when the frost is in tlie ground and it is a sure 
thing that it will be possible to have runners ready 
for an early start next spring. McDaniel has seven- 
teen in his care and he has reiwrted that the goinl 
thrcc-year-ohl King Herod is doing exceedingly 
well, with an excellent prospect of his being a good 
humlicup horse next year. 

J. PINCUS UNDER JOCKEY CLUB CARE 

New York, December 17. — Ja<*ob Pinciis, who has 
b«*cn confined to the Bellevue Hospital for the past 
few days suffering from general debility due to old 
age, has been removed at the exi>euse of the Jockey 
Club to the New York Hospital. 



New York, Decemlier 17. — The first inkling of 
procedure regarding government tax on admission 
to local race courses was heard at the recent mat- 
ing of the executive committee of the National 
Stet'plechase and Hunt Association. At this session 
the secretary was instructed to take such steps as 
necessary to obtain legal advise so as to conform 
to the tux law r(‘garding the association’s rcsiwn- 
sibilitics. After this is obtained the association 
will lay the foundation for colh‘cting the revenue 
tax and arrange the siniidest method to accomodate 
the public. 

Whether all ass(K*iations will follow the Canadian 
system or not will not be decided until tlie time 
approaches for action. In Canada a separate war 
tax ticket is purchaseable at the gate. Regulars 
buy them in blocks so as to avoid waiting in line, 
i It may be that the war tax Avill bo attached to all 
purchased badges and that separate tickets will 
be re<iuired for complimentary badges. Whatever 
method is employed will be arranged to simplify 
the matter for the convenience of the patrons. 

At Pimlico the tax was collected and paid on 
all season badges by the association according to 
their face value. It is a subject tliat will be dis- 
cussed by the general managers of the local asso- 
ciations in the early siiring and a uniform system 
adopted. 

YANKEE’S FUTURITY VICTORY. 

The stallion Yankee coming back to this country, 
reminds one of his memorable victory in the Futur- 
ity in 1901, when he was ridden by Winnie O’Con- 
nor. Yankee was the property of John Madden at 
the time and so confident of his winning was Mad- 
den, that when he had given O’Connor the leg -up 
on the colt the latter, turning to Madden said: 
“You haven’t given me any instructions how to ride 
him. How about a wliip?” Madden turned to one 
side and, breaking a small twig from a nearby 
pine tree, handed it to O’Connor saying: “Here you 
art‘ son, that’s all the whip you want on this 
horses. Just turn him loose at the rise of tlie bar- 
rier and he’ll be down at the feed box before some 
of the others are weighed in.” Yankee came home 
all right and O’Connor handed the pine twig hack to 
Madilen, rtMuarUing in his (]uick witted way: Didn’t 
even need a tootlipick.” 

Yankee will bring back from France a whole 
family of bis weanlings to l>e raced in this country. 

Many reports have bwn circulated concerning the 
trainer v.’ho will fill the vacancy at the head of 
James Butler’s stable. Several have been appointed, 
aeeording to rumor. In eonversation with Mr. But- 
ler yesterday, he said that no one liad been chosen 
and that up to tlie present he had not given the 
matter serious thought. 



M. HENDERSON TO GO TO HOT SPRINGS 

Will Transfer His Stable to Oaklawn Park to Begin 
Early Training for Spring Racing. 



Louisville. Ky., December 17. — Miller Henderson, 
the Louisville turfman, is awaiting the return of 
moderate weather, when he cun arrange for the 
prompt transfer to Hot Springs of the twelve horses 
he has at Churchill Downs. Eight of the number 
are the pro’ierty of Frederick Johnson of New 
York, while the remainder will race in the colors 
of Mr. Henderson. The Johnson band include the 
tlirpe-year-old All Star, which has never appeared 
in public; the two-year-old Cousin o’ Mine, and six 
highly-bred yearlings. Included in the latter list 
are three colts by Cock o’ the Walk, which have 
b*‘en named resiiectively Cock o’ the Main, Cock o’ 
the Run and Cock o’ the Gun. The first -named is a 
sou of Mary Sellers, the second I*rivate Flag and 
the other HamnnTless. All tliree have been nomi- 
nated for the Hoiiefnl Stakes. 

Resides these Mr. Johnson has Over the Top, a 
chestnut filly by Llangwm; a chestnut filly by 
Uncle — Ralaniena, and a brown filly by Ramrod. 
Hciulerson’s own horses consist of Beaverkill and 
Grundy and a couple of yearlings, one being by 
C<M*k o’ the Walk— Ker, 'ami the other a colt by 
Jack Atkin — .\nuu Ray. The latter is an exact 
counterpart of his noted sire, and is the biggest 
yearling now quartered at the local track. 



WARSAW WINS THIS TIME 

With Robinson Up Takes the 
Chief Race Easily. 

Hayden in Front Again — An Of- 
fending Trainer Ruled Off 
the Turf. 



New Orleans, La., Decenilier 17. — Adverse condi- 
tions was again the* rule here for the sport and the 
nttondance was confined chiefly to a couple of 
thousand of the regulars. The additional hard rain 
of Satnnla.v night put the track back into bad order 
and caused a big list of withdrawals. The only 
race that escaped scratches was the mile $600 
purse, in which Warsaw was returned an easy winner 
over I.*jingden, with Broom Sweep landing third. 
Warsatv was given a competent ride this after- 
noon and likewi.se extensively supported. He was 
alIowe<l to follow Langden until reaching the 
stretch, where Robinson called on him and he dashed 
away to win as the rider pleased. 

Favorites divided the card with second and third 
chohes, resulting in another hard loss for the 
thirty-one layers who quoted prices. John E. Mad- 
ilen’s colons were carried to victory for the first 
time on the track wlien the frequently disappoint- 
ing Tanlac, under a good ride by Keogh, won the 
opening race. Bartizan and Tolerance, the choices, 
landed in second and third places rcsi>ectively. 

The Duke, an overwhelming choice in the second, 
made gootl in easy style, incidentally it made his 
third success at this meeting. Edith L. proved 
a rank disappointment in the third race when she 
failed to land better than third at the finish, 
(’raeow, beating Paul Connelly for the purse, mainly 
due to the good ride that Johnson gave him. 

Hayden stood a hard drive in the Hfth and out- 
footed Pas de Chance to the finish of the 
race, and Checks repeated a former effort by win- 
ning in easy style in the sixth race from .Tack 
Reeves and Prince Hermis, the respective choices. 

Tlie stewards this afternoon concluded their in- 
vestigation of the No Manager race and issued the 
following ruling: 

“For violation of Rule 279 of the Rules of Rac- 
ing, J. D. Heard has been ruled off the turf. The 
horse No Manager has been also ruled off.” 

HORSES AFFECTED BY RULING. 

“The further entries of the horses Baby Lynch, 
Hasty Riches, Budweiser, Russell Square. Cash on 
Delivery, Tom Caro, Stonehenge and Ros<‘ Meath 
will not be accepted until tliey are under tlie care 
ami sui»erintendenc 3 ' of a trainer approved by the 
stewards.” 

Rule 279 of the Business Men’s Racing Associa- ‘ 
ciation that governs here reads; “Any person who 
sliall have administered u drug or stimulant inter- 
nall.v, or by hypodermic mcthoil, prior to a race, 
or wlio shall have used appliances electrical or me- 
chanical. other than the ordinary whip or spurs, 
every person so offending shall Ik* ruled off.” 

The stewards also modified the sus]>euson against 
the apprentice rider Donahue, which enables him to 
ride the horses under the care or suiK*rintendency 
of his contract employer F. T. Bornman. Donahue 
had a bad fall during the I^atonia autumn meeting 
and is said not to have fully ret*overed from it 
yet. For that reason he is given the benefit of the 
doubt. 

Start Right, a two-year-old colt oivned by J. S. 
Tyree, had to be destroyed this morning as a result 
of having broken bis leg when he ran into one of 
the “dogs” placed on the Fair Grounds track. He 
was an intended starter this afternoon in the third 
race. Janies Foster was another which had to be 
withdrawn from the race on account of lameness. 

Twenty -six horses, whicli had been .shipped from 
Tijuana some time ago, finally reached here this 
morning. In the consignment were the horses of 
George Billernian, including Maud Bacon. 

F. M. Bray, trainer for A, L. Aste, was among 
today’s arrivals from New York. A1 Koenigsburg 
came from (’alifornia and jockeys Ted Rice and 
Cavanagh were additions to the riding brigade. 
Joe Notter is making herculean efforts to reduce 
to ride here and has taken off considerable weight. 
He will probably don colors in the next few days. 

Brooklyn, owned by F. Housman. died at the Fair 
Grounds as a result of contracting a cold while en 
route hen* from Bowie. 

A new ^-ratch rule will go into force tomorrow. 
Formerly owners could withdraw tlieir charges until 
1 p. in., hut hereafter wtihdrawals must be made 
by 10 a. in. 

RED CROSS APPEAL FOR MEMBERSHIP 



Friends of Racing Should Be Second to None in 
Responding to This Call. 

The American Red Cross has began a grand drive 
to secure a memliership of fifteen millions by 
(^hristmas Day. Daily Racing Form believes no 
body of men in this great nation is more loyal and 
patriotic, than that which in various ways follows, 
or is interested in racing. The Red Cross is the 
one organization engaged in alleviating tlie iKnind- 
less misery of the warfare wliich is now convuls- 
ing the world and it is the duty of all to assist it 
ill its mission of mercy. Turfmen and followers 
of the turf to a man should lose no time in answer- 
ing the api>eal of this noble organization by taking 
memberships.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



Rearrangement of some of the high commands in 
the war department was indicated yesterday by the 
detachment of officers designated by Secretary 
Baker to sit in the department’s war council. It 
b«‘came definitely known that Major-General Goetli- 
als, builder of the Panama canal, has been offered 
the place of quartermaster general, to succeed Ma- 
jor-General Sliarpe. Provost Marshal General 
Crowder is tlie onl.v officer assigned to the war 
council who will not be detached from his present 
office. 

A threat to drench Russia with blood if it is 
necessary in order to uiiolild Bolt^lieviki authority 
at Petrograd. was contained in a speech made by 
Leon Trotzk.v, the Bolslieviki foreign minister, ac- 
1-ording to a dispatch from Haparanda yesterday. 
Trotzky and liis colleague. Nieliolai lA-niiie, are tr.v- 
ing to <-oerce patriotic forces in Russia by warning 
of a reign of terror and are making w’liolesale ar- 
rests. TIk- (-oiifiision in Russia is such that tlie 
outcome of tlio iuteriial fight cannot l>e foreseen. 

Inquiry into alleged delays in supplying tlie army 
with guns and tlie curtailment of funds recom- 
mended by the ordnance bureau for that punKw-e 
was tukeu up again yesterday in oiieu session by 
the Senate military committee after a two days’ 
examination of Major General l!rozier. tleueral 
Crozier, on the stand again, continued his detailed 
statement of the ordnance situation as far as it 
revealed notliing the War Department considers a 
military secret. 

Frank A. Gotch. w*ho retired as heavyw’eight 
champion of the w'orld. is dead at his liome in 
Humboldt. Iowa, of uraemic poisoning. Death W’as 
sudden, altliough It followed an illness of almost 
two years, during which Gotch made every possible 
attempt to regain his health. A general constitu- 
tional breakdow’ii preceded the death, and his men- 
tal faculties have not been the best for several 
weeks. Gotch was thirty -nine years of age. 

Germany w’ill shortly trasmit iieace terms to the 
allies through neutrals and under pledge of secrecy, 
accurdiiig to word from Berlin yesterday. Reix>rts 
declared tiie peace terms would assert “Germany’s 
IKilitical disinterestedness as to Belgium, but w’ould 
not mention Alsace-Lorraine.’’ Whether they w’ould 
cover the German colonies or future disarmament 
and indemnities for damages in Belgium aud north- 
ern France was not know’u licre. 

Italian troops suddenly ajssumed the offensive 
against the Austrians in the PUve delta sector aud 



on armed motor boats and skiffs destroyed a small 
enemy bridge, sw’ept over some enemy positions 
and took many prisoners, yesterday’s official state- 
ment asserted. In the Uoldelaberetta region an 
Italian counter attack repulsed an enemy advance. 
Around Monte Melino a Teuton attack on an obser- 
vation iMist was repulsed. 

American aeroplanes soon w:ll tie flying from the 
mid-w’est, where they w’ere made, to Atlantic ein- 
bark.ntion ports for shipment to the western battle 
front. Tlie secretary’ of w’ar yesterday issued in- 
structions as to the behavior of civilian population in 
the pre.sence of military aerial activity. The iioint 
most emphasized is that tlie public must keep 
away from any military aeroplane forced to des- 
cend. 

Recognition of tlie Bolslieviki government by tlie 
United States still is remote, it w’as indicated to- 
day at the State Department. Rciiorts in Kiiro|Hi 
suggesting a developing sentiment in favor of deal- 
ing witli tlie HOW’ regime as a de facto government 
have found no resimiisi? here and it w’lis made plain 
that the I’nited States would continue its iiolicy of 
uw’aiting di-velopmeiits. 

Tin; House approved tlie National prohibition 
aiiieiidmeiit yesterday. The vote was 2S2 for and 
12s against. The measure has aln-ad.v passed the 
Senate. Imt it lias been amended ami must again 
go to the iipiier liuuse for ratification. I’nder its 
provisions tliirty-five states must vote dry within 
six years to place tlie National prohibition law on 
the statute book. 

President Wilson has w’ritten former Secretary 
Bryan a letter to refute tlie freiiueutly published 
statement that he asked for the secretary’s resigna- 
tion because of tlie celebrated so-called Diimba 
conversation, in wliicli Mr. Br.van after tlie send- 
ing of tlie Lusitania note is said to have informed 
the former Austrian ambassador not to take it too 
seriously. 

One British and five neutral merchantmen, a 
British destroj’er and four mine sweepers have been 
sunk in the North sea by German naval forces. 
The losses were the result of aii attack on a convoy 
bound from Scotland to Norway, Sir Eric Geddes, 
first lord of the admiralty, announced yesterday. 
The total tonnage of the lost uierchaiitmeu was 
8 . 000 . 

Austro -German forces which attacked the Italian 
lines on the northern front from the direction of 
San Marino, w’ere driven back in disorder, the w’ar 
office announced yesterday. In the C’ol Caprllle re- 
gion the Italians attacked and then w’ere counter 
attacked. Finally the enemy had to withdraw to 
the poaitious from which he started.
